20.— Today was 


one of dramatic interest in the senate, 
for tho fate of tho tariff bill depended 
upon tbe coursu pursued in tbe upper 
branch of congress. 
Friends ol the 


tariff bill wore anxious faces, and more 
•than once during tbe day felt that tho 
very danger point had been reached. 
The enemies of tbe bill at times believed 
they would be able to defeat it. When, 
adjournment came tbe situation was 
itill perplexing. The Benato proceed- 
ings proper were of a peculiar nature, in 
that tbo debate was carried on entirely 
by Democrats, save a brief speech by 
Senator Sherman and a question by 
Senator Aldricb. Tbe principal epeeches 
were there of Senators Hill and Vest. 
Senator Hill's position indorsing the 
President in emphatic tones was one of 
tbe most conspicuous incidents. 


Senator Veat took occasion to talk

in 
defense of the 


right 
of- the senate and bouse to 


manage its conferences without execu- 
tive interference. His criticisms of the 
J'resulent'B course and the action of 
Wilson was more severe than was ex- 
pected. 


The action of Senator Vilas in preced- 


ing liia speech .with a motion to strike 
ovit tbe one-eighth differential on sugar 
wan an additional sensation to tho fact 
that it wan probable the motion would 
carry. It caused consternation until it 
was found tha motion may be declared 
out of order. 


Tbe statements of Senators Smith nnd 


lilancbard were important, indicating 
thut a change of tho sugar schedule 
might tneaii tbe loss of their votes, 
while Senator Blanehard stated decid- 
edly thsit he would not vote for tbe bill 
if the change was mude. 


Senator CJray'a vigorous speech was 


enlivened by a brisk coliloquy with 
Senator Hill. The exciting day's pro- 
ceedings closed with an 
allinnative 


motion to adjourn over until Monday. 


WABUINUTON, July 20.— In tbe senate 


•today, Hill mude a vigorous speech 
commending the President's tariff letter 


it) now, before further humiliation, um- 
barratisn lent and discord. In the light 
of DIG President's letter the house can- 
not honorably reUoftt. The President 
cannot approve the senate bill after 
•what be has said in this remarkable 
letter. It clearly foreshadows tho senate 
bill wbould tho house finally concur in 
the amendment. 


Veal replied to Hill, and gaid it \vua a

other? Did houmbody in bis single be- 
ing nil democracy? Mr. Cleveland is a 
big man, but tho Democratic party is 
bigger than any man. 
If tho President 


could ecnd here to his friends to stand 
firm he had a right to send his cabinet, 
ministers hero to coerce members in 
congrcse ; lie bad a right to do as he had 
done during the light over tbo repeal of 
the Sherman law, to punish recalcitrant 
members of his own party. I give it as 
my opinion," said Vest in conclusion, 
"that we will pass this bill or nothing." 
Vest said Hill's defense of the President 
reminded him of a case he once tried, 
when tho defense made was that his 
client was EO utterly depraved that he 
was incapable of the crime. Tho man 
was acquitted, but in thanking lain said 
ho would rather receive a life sentence 
of imprisonment than be compelled to 
lint(ti) to such a defense. 


Insurance Changes. 


S.\N FRANCISCO, July 20.— The Pacific 


Insurance Union proposes to make a 
radical change in tho system of collect- 
ing premiums on policies. In view of 
the ahuEcof the credit system it is prob- 
able that a general order will be made 
making all premiums payable in cash 
or by note at 7 per cent interest for the 
period of accommodation. No policy to 
be delivered or risk covered unless the 
assured complies with the alternative 
arrangement. A further change con- 
templates the limitation of payment to 
three-fourths of the loan. Both changes 
are ascribed to the existence of indus- 
trial disturbances. 


An Illicit Distiller Caught. 


SAS FRASCSSCO, July 
20.— Internal 


revenue oilicera have discovered that N. 
/itkovie, proprietor of a distillery at 
Cupertino, Santa Clara county, has 
been selling illicit brandy to San Fran- 
cisco dealers. There is ,evidence that he 
sold 4,000 gallons, owing the govern- 
ment $3600 taxes. His plant is held by 
the authorities pending payment of 
taxes. He will -probably not be prose- 
cuted criminally if the back taxes are 
paid. Other distillers who have vio- 
lated the law will be similarly treated

I'HE SHEKBOU11NK BOY ADHE11ES 


TO HIS STORY. 


Otlinr Testimony of a Damaging 


Character Against the Ac- 


cuscil Strikers. 


Woom.ASu, July 20.— Tho examina- 


tion of the strikers accused of wrecking 
the train at the trestle weat of Sucra- 
ncnto waa resumed this morning. 
Johnny Sherbourno, the boy who drove 
Worden and Jive others to the trestle, 
was again put on the stand. The boy 
adhered closely to the story as told yes- 
terday, and proved a damaging witness 
against the accused strikers. J. W. 
Hill, a freight conductor, waa the next 
witness. He testilled to seeing the de- 
fendants, Wordon. and J latch and sev- 
eral others, in tho boy's wagon, being 
dr ven toward the trestle, lie also lold 
of compromising talk which he over- 
heard from tbe men in the wagon. 


Harry Teoplo, a brakeman on the 


earnc'train, gave simitar testimony. J. 
P.Unthain, a Western Union lino re- 
pairer, testified that just before tho 
wreck as ho was riding along on a rai - 
road bicycle, he was halted at a trestle 
by two men who threatened to shoot 
11 in. Tho men smashed his bicycle and 
detached it and then ordered him to 
walk back toward 8acramento. 
Ho 


walked a little way, then sat down by 
the roadside and saw the passenger 
train as it came along and ran upon the 
trestle and plunged off into tlie water. 
O nil mm could not identify any of the 
prisoners as the men he saw at tbe 
trestle. 


A Clash at South Enid. 


WICHITA, Kae., July 20. — A clash and 


interchange of shots occurred between 
United States soldiers guarding tlie 
Rock Island railway property and men 
from South Enid.O.T., near that town 
early this morning. The Enid men at- 
tempted to surprise the troops guarding 
the railway bridge, presumably intend- 
ing to destroy the structure. They wero 
discovered, and in the melee thut fol- 
lowed Corporal G leaves was seriously 
wounded by a bullet in the left side. 
The Hring brought a detachment of so - 
dicre, which dispersed the mob and ar- 
rested seventl rioters. Tlie csritemenl 
tonight is unabated.

Die Number of Guards Going Out

SAN FKANTISCO, July 20. — It ispropbc- 
ied on all hands that the Southern 
'acific strike is to be settled by Monday 
next. It is rumored that negotiations 
of some sort are pending between the 
strike leaders and the railroad ofucuds, 
Mit these rumors cannot be authenti- 
cated. It is simply known that the 
strikers at Oakland wired to President 
3ebs, asking whether they were author- 
zed to negotiate with tbe railroad 
allicials and that Debs answered practic- 
ally instructing the California unions to 
ict as they should deem advisable. 


In the face of these stories of pending 


icgotiations it ia a significant fact that 
•be strikers are no longer offering any 
violent resistcnce and that the number 
of guards going out on trains has been 
greatly reduced. The railroad ollicials 
nsist that they are running their 
rains without the least difficulty, and 
phat they need no more men, while the 
strikers, on the other hand, declare that

"I have been speaking of Muscatel 


grapea. The Malagas and dried grapes 
promise well and there will be a tine 
crop of Sultanas. The indications are 
that crops of a finer quality will never 
have been sent out than this year's. 


"As to the labor required, in the 


usual run of t linga from 2,000 to 2500 
hands are needed to pick the crop of the 
county. It ia a difficult mutter to make 
an exact estimate. 
Last year there 


were a very large number of unem- 
ployed men from other parts of the 
country who drifted into Fresno, but 
only a email part of them went to work 
in the viiiRyardn or allowed anv disposi- 
tion to work. There is no question that 
if the statement is true that there are 
1,000 unemployed men in Fresno at the 
present time there will be work for all of 
them who wish to work, but there is no 
inducement for the unemployed of other 
counties to come in. The season varies 
within two wcvke, but picking will 
T.robnbly begin about the last week in 
August, the grupfia being a little forward 
ihia year.
